FIGHT ON LUNACY MOVE. 


Lawyers for Prisoner Will Op- 
pose the Plan for a 
Commission. 


New York, Feb. 15.—[Specia}.]—It was an- 
nounced today that Dr. Francis L. Patton, 
former president of Princeton university and 
president of the Princeton Theological semi- 
nary, will be a witness’ for Harry K. Thaw 
on Monday. Through Dr. Patton the -de- 
fense hopes to get in evidence a letter writ- 
ten by Thaw soon after his arrest. 

It. is the Intention that if this letter is ad- 
mitted in evidence it will have a great bear- 
ing on showing the condition of Thaw’s mind 
in regard to the killing of Stanford White 
the night after his arrest. 

Thaw’s lawyefs refused to make public 
this lefter. It was written frém.the Tombs 
not long after White was killed on the Madi- 
son Square garden roof. . According to 
Thaw’s lawyers this letter was Written dur- 
ing the period when Thaw, actording to the 
testimony of Dr. Britton D. Evans, was'in- 
sane in the Tombs. Because of Dr. Evans’ 
testfmony Lawyer Delmas feels thatthe let- 
ter will be competent testimony to ¢orrobo- 
rate Dr. Evans’ testimony that Thaw was 
not of sound mind in August, about two 
months after the shooting. It was recalled 
today that during the summer Dr. Patton 
called on Thaw in the Tombs. 


Lunacy Commission Possible. 
There is a feeling in some quarters that it 
won't be long before ah application is made 
by somebody for the appointment of a com- 
mission to decide whether Thaw is now sane. 
Some persons think that Mr. Jerome or some- 
body acting for him will make this applica- 


‘tion. As a matter of fact, Mr. Jerome has 


ho such intention. It is known that Mr. 
Jerome's mind is perfectly open on the ques- 
tion of whether Thaw is sane or insane at 
the present time. 

At no time have the alienists for the prose- 
cution had a chance to examine Thaw, and 
Mr. Jerome frequently hag referred to that 
during the trial while Thaw’s experts were 
on the stand and an attempt was being made 
to get in evidence statements made by Thaw 

the Wombs after the shooting. Mr. 
Jerome's attitude has been that he wanted 
to get at the truth, but it had to be done in 
a@ legal manner. 

All the lawyers for the defense declare that 
from their side will come no move to havea 
commission appointed to inquire into Thaw's 
sanity. All through the trial the doctors for 
the prosecution have sat about twenty feet 
away from Thaw and watched him closely, 
but up to. the present time, it is said, the 
doctors have not been able to form any 
definite opinion as to Thaw’s sanity: at 
is principally because they have had fie 
opportunity to examine him. 


Thaw Attorneys Fight Move. 

Mr. Jerome or anybody else could make 
application for a commission to decide 
Thaw’'s sanity at the present time, but it 
would have to be on evidence submitted to 
the court. In the Terranova case a commis- 
sion was appointed at the motion of District 
Attorney Jerome, but that was not until one 
of the alienists for the defense had declared 
that she was not only insane at the time she 
killed her aunt and uncle, but that she was 
insane at tae time of the trial. 

Lawyers McPike and Hartridge of counsel 
for Thaw seemed to be much disturbed about 
the talk of a lunacy commission. 

“The tendency of Mr. Jerome's conduct in 
this case,"’ said Mr. Hartridge, “ would sug- 
gest that he would apply for a commission 
in lunacy. But any such application will be 
fought by the defense and, if necessary, a 
writ of prohibition will be obtained.’’ 

“Mr. Delmas will show before this case 
is over,’ said Mr. McPike, ‘‘ that ae is the 
‘master of District Attorney Jerome. Mr. 
Delmas did not come from the west to learn 
law, but to show persons here a thing or two 
about the manner in which a case should be 
conducted. He scored heavily on Mr. Jerome 
today when he showed him tae law in New 
Yprk state on the admission of oral state- 
ments by a defendant. The error made by 
the district attorney was the worst I ever 
saw.”’ 

Mistake in Evelyn’s Dates? 

Dr. Josiah Strong, president of the Amer- 
ican Institute for Sccial Service, doubts the 
statement of Evelyn Nesbit Thaw that she 
told her suitor in 1903 of her relations with 
Stanford White. He thinks it was earlier 
than this. Dr. Strong said today that Thaw 
had come to him for advice about a proposed 
suit against White. He said: 

“Thaw mentioned no names, put he un- 
doubtedly referred to Stanford White and 
Evelyn Nesbit. He charged that a gang of 
incarnate devils had a den of vice in this 
city, where they ruined young girls, and he 
wanted me to tell him how he should pro- 
ceed to break it up. 

“ What struck me as one of the astound- 
ing features of the recital was the per- 
sistence and patience with which Thaw said 
these men pursued their victims. Thaw sald 
he desired to break up this den, but all ef- 
forts had been thwarted by the influence of 
the wealthy man at the head of it. 

“When he got through I told him Anthony 
Comstock was the man he should see, thet 
Mr. Comstock was a lawyer who knew just 
how to get evidence in such a case. I have 
not seen him since. From what I have heard 
I suppose that he did go to Mr. Comstock and 
thet an attempt to get evidence against the 
men Was made.’’ 


Wife to Testify on Monday. 

Mrs, Evelyn Nesbit Thaw will be a witness 
on Monday. She has more of a story to tell, 
and it is said that parts of it will be even 
more sensational than what she already has 
told. While she is on the stand an effort 
will be made to get the will in evidence. This 
will be fought on every side by District At- 
torney Jerome on the ground that it is not ad- 
missible at this trial. After young Mrs. 
Thaw will come Mrs. William Thaw, who, it 
is understood, will tell of insanity in the Thaw

WARD CLUBS PLEDGE AID. 

‘Organizations from Over City 

Promise’ Postmaster Support 
for the Mayoralty. 


Six noonday meetings at the Great North- 
ern theater and a monster massmeeting at 
the auditorium were arranged for yesterday 
in the “interest of Fred A. Busse, wlio has 
the solid indorsement of the republican party 
for mayor of Chicego. : 

It is the intention to make the campaign 
essentially educational, taking the traction 
ordinances for most of the subject matter. 

The meetings will. be condueted under the 
auspices of the Hamilton club. The noonday 
gatherings will be held a week previous to 
the election, excepting on Saturday, and In- 
cluding Monday noon... The rally at the audi- 
toriuny will be held on the Friday night pre- 
ceding the election, March 23. . 

After making these arrangements, the po- 

litical action committee of the Hamilton club, 
meeting during the nodon.luncheon, indorsed 
the traction ordinances and authorized Emil 
C. Wetten, prestient of the club, to appoint a 
‘committee to make that indorsement effec- 
tive. 
Thomas D. Knight was ‘appointed chair- 
-man of the Busse campaign committee of the 
Hamilton club and authorized to appoint the 
subcommittees. Albert R. Gates wes ap- 
pointed chairman of the speakers’ commit- 
tee. . 

Arrangements also were ma for a re- 
ception to all the candidates at the club house 
on March 4, from 6 to 6:20 p, m. ‘Phis will 
be.followed by a dollar dinner. 

On this oceasion all the republican alder- 
men who heve been conspicuous in the trac- 
tion discuesion and others -will be invited to 
make a five minute discussion on this quee- 
tion, 

Business Men ‘Get Busy. 

The Busse Business Mern’s campaign com- 
mittee, which will have charge of the detailed 
work among the business men of Chicago, 
was appointed during the day, with B: &. 
Sunny as chairman and Clyde A. Morrison 
secretary. The chairman and members of 
the executive committee will be announced 
later. 

The real work in the interest of Mr. Busse 
will begin this morning at the Business Men's 
headquerters at 122 Clark street, It is ex- 
pected that every business and professional 
man in the city, as well as their employés, 
will be reached. 

A number of delegations called on Post- 
master Busse at his office, in the Federal 
building to pledge him their support; The 
first of these represented the republican or- 
ganization of the First ward, which presented 
the following resolutions:

W. U. OPERATORS TAKEN BACK; 
CAR CHECKERS TALK OF PEACE. 


Telegraphers Said to Have Been Dis- 
missed Because of Union Affiliations 
Reinstated. 


Two sources of unrest in the labor world 
Were quieted yesterday when the Western 
Union Télegraph company came to a com- 
plete understanding with its operators and 
the Chicago Junction railway started to ad- 
jest the differences which led to a strike of 
car checkers. The latter trouble, however, 
is not yet settled and still thfeaténs to in- 
terfere with the transfer of meat trains at 
the stockyards, 

The car checkers are still on strike and 
temporarily are causing hindrance in the 
handling of cars. The checkers technically 
are clerks, but usually assist in the shunting 
of cars on to sidings, where they are un- 
loaded at the various packing plant plat- 
forms. During the day this part of the work 
was performed entirely by switchmen, el- 
though the latter manifested a desire to 
strike in sympathy with the clerks. 

President Faithorn of thc Junction railway 
summoned Presicent Flahnery and Secretary 
Fiynn of the freight handlers’ union to a 
conference in his office and expressed a will- 
ingness to hear the complaints cf the men. 
Afterwards the union officials said they 
thought the trouble would be sétticd carly 
today. 

The Western Union company reinstated 
the remainder of the nine operators who had 
been discharged on account, it was alleged, 
of union affiliations. This rémoved the last 
bit of friction between the company and the 
union. ;

Prefers Present Informality. 

The amendment.to the.section relating to 
referendum petitions, introduced by Walter 
L. Fisher and afterwards adopted, did net 
sult Mr. Harrison. He thought the referen- 
dum should be left in its present * free and 
easy’ state, which lately was illustrated so 
forcibly tn the petitions for a referendum 
on the traction ordinances. 

‘Louis F. Post, member of Mayor Dunne’s 
reform board of education, was in hearty 
accord with Mr. Harrison’s objections. 

The subject came up when Mr. Ficher pro- 
posed that affidavits should be filed by per- 
sons securing signatures to a referendum 
petition that the signatures were those of 
registered voters. Where the signatures 
were affixed to the petitions in stores and 
other public places Mr. Fisher recommended 
that affidavits be filed by persons who saw 
the signatures placed on the petitions. 

“I shall object,’’ said Mr. Post, ** to placing 
so many restrictions regarding a petition 
that, under the law, must be signed by 2 
per cent of the voters. If you wish to place 


all those restrictions the percentage of sig- 


natures required should be reduced.” 


Fisher Gains His Point. 

“TY agree with Mr. Post,” said Mr. Harri- 
son. ‘* Where the law imposes an obligation 
to secure so large a percentage of registered 
voters there ought not to be any restrictions 
that will cause the referendum to fail. Iam 
for the referendum.” 

The committee, however, agreed with Mr. 
Fisher, that the precautions were reasonable. 

The committee recommended a few minor 
changes in several of the sections. The char- 
ter convention will go over the revised ecition 
tris afternoon at a final session in the council 
room. The charter then will be sent to the 
state legislature. 


, Ald. Snow’s Plan Is Opposed. 

‘ Determined opposition to Ald. B. W. Snow's 
plan for an honest system for referendum: 
developed from a group of Mayor Dunne’s 
I. M. O. followers, who attended a session of 
the council committee on legislation. 

Ald. Snow’s proposed amendment to the 
present public policy act makes falsifying a 
referendum petition a penitentiary’ offense. 
He proposed that the collection of names be 
by precincts and their legality must be sworn 
to, the petitions to be signed by 25 per cent 
of the voters. 

The opponents to the reform included Mar- 
garet Haley, John A. Watson, Dr. Maurice F. 
Doty, “Ed” Nockels, and D. B. Bradley. 
While they were opposed to the Snow resolu- 
tion, none of them would admit that it is be- 
cause it is designed to make imposeible an- 
other hit or miss referendum such as was 
circulated by the Referendum league on the 
traction question. 

“The resolution theoretically is all right,” 
said Addison Blakely, “ but practically it is 
impossible to find 25 per cent of the voters at 
home when getting up areferendum. I think 
the requirement of 2% per cent of the regis- 
tered voters would be nearer right.” 

On motion of Ald. Finn the matter was de- 
ferred owing to Ald. Snow's absence. 

Ald. Derpa’s resolution providing that the 
council may authorize a referendum on any 
question of great public interest was sent to 


| Corporation Counsel Lewis’ office for an 


opinion. 


For Medicine Kits in Cars. 

Ald. Race presented a resolution providing 
for the installation in each trolley car of a 
small ** first aid to the injured " medical kit, 
to be used in case of accidents or sudden f{il- 
ness in cars, It was referred to the. corpo- 
ration counsel. 

Corporation Counsel Lewis, formes-orpo- 
ration Counsel Tolman, and Special Traction 
Attorney Samuel Adams will hold a confer- 
ence today in reference to having entered in 
Judge Grocsscup’s court a decree in con- 
formity with the decision of the United States 
Supreme court in the ninety-nine year trac- 
tion franchise cases. 


Starting Traction Campaign. 

The traction committees of the Chicago 
Commercial association and the Real Estate 
board met and formed themegelvesg into a 
joint committee, with Frederick Bode as 
chairman, W. A. Bond as vice chairman, and 
Albert H. Wetten as secretary. After the 
meeting Chairman Bode said a traction creed 
truly setting forth the pointe of the ordi- 
nances is to be drafted between now and 
next Tuesday end made pubiic. It is the 
intention of the joint committee to act .in 
advanee of any political organization, to 
avoid even the appearance of being politi- 
cally affiliated. 

The mayor has issued a statement on the 
subject of vice, in which he declared it was 
looked at through “* traction spectacles.”

TO.DEDICATE CHURCH EDIFICE. 


Meeting House of Fourth Christian 
Science Congregation to Be Conse- 
crated Tomorrow with Services, 


The edifice of Fourth Church of Christ, 
Scientist, at Harvard avenue and West Sixty- 
seventh etreet, will be dedicated tomorrew 
with services at 9:45 and 11:45 a. m. and at 3 
and 7:45 p. m. 

The congregation of First church, having 
for the third time outgrown its accommoda- 
tions, 111 members, residing in the district 
south of Fifty-fifth street and west of Cot- 
tage Grove evenue, took letters of dismisval 
on Feb. 19, 1900, and organized Fourth 
church. The territory did not include West 
Pullman, where a separate society was 
formed, now organized as Sixth church. 

For nearly three and one-half years Fourth 
church held services in. Marlowe theater, 
Stewart avenue and Sixty-third street. In 
July, 1903, it begen holding services in Stew- 
art Avenue Universalist church, later known 
es People's Liberal church. Three and one- 
half yeers after date of organization the 
church voted to build. The editice was com- 
pleted in November, 1905, but there was a 
large indebtedness, which now hae been 
paid off. The cost of the buliding and lot 
Was a little less than $100,000.

Their Chief Returns This Morn- 
ing from East and will 
 -—Tssue Orders. — 


Mayor Dunne was given assurance. yester- 
day in the most solemn manner by National 
Committeeman Roger C. Sullivan's lieuten- 
ants that they would be with him to the last 
for the democratic mayoralty nomination. 

At thesame time the Heutenants, not know- 
ing-to a certainty -just-whom. Mr. Sullivan 
preferred for mayor, took ures to slip 
their: support to Carter H. son if Mr. 
' Sullivan should give the word. . 

As part of the plan certain of the trusted 
lieutenants who have a keen sense of humor 
said that Mr. Sullivan, when he arrives this 

morning from New York, would be urged to 
‘become ac te for the nomination him- 
self on a platform indorsing the traction 
ordinances. They told the story serfously. 

‘It was figured that Mr. Sullivan would get 
a- good many of the conservative delegates 
from both factions. With Mr. Sullivan asa 
candidate,. the trusted lieutenants of course 
could not be expected to support Mayor 
Dunne. Then Mr. Sullivan at the proper 
time could throw the support of his delegates 
to Mr. Harrison. This would relieve the Sul- 
livan committeemen and ward leaders from 
the odium of a transfer of their allegiance 
directly from Dunne to Harrison. ~~ = - 


Dunne More Convinced than Ever. . 


‘Mayor Dunne late in the afternoon said he 
was more convinced than ever that he wou.d 
be the nominee. It was after he hathelda 
conference with Benjamin Mitchell, Thomas 
F. Little, committeeman of the Fourteenth 
(Mr. Sullivan’s] ward; Frank C. Burke, 
committeeman of the Twenty-eighth wurd, 
the newly appointed city purchasing agent; 
Joseph Strauss of the Fifteenth, and William 
Legner, all Sullivan lieutenants. Trey gave 
him to understand t.at all the talk that they 
might at the last minute desert Dunne for 
Harrison was without foundation, 

At the same time Mr. Dunne’s advisers ad- 
mitted that the situation was complex. For 
instance, Ald. William E. Dever of the Sev- 
enteenth ward has not declared himself. He 
as the mayoralty bee himself and is waiting 
to talk with Sullivan. | 

A story that was not denied at the Dunne 
headquarters was that a triple alliance had 
been formed between Mayor Dunne, William 
R. Hearet, and Mr. Sullivan. This received 
considerable more credence than another 
story of exactly opposite tenor, to the effect 
that Mr. Hearst, through his local manager, 
Andrew M. Lawrence, had insisted as one of 
the conditions of the support of the Hearst 
papers that Mr. Dunne should use his influ- 
ence as mayor, if reé‘ected, against Mr. Sul- 
livan. Mr. Lewrence denied that there was 
any foundation for the story. 


Dunne ‘Faction Scores a Point. 

The Dunne faction won at least a temporary 
victory when it named Thomas F. Little £er- 
geant at arms of the democratic central 
committee in the afternoon, at a meeting of 
the executive committee of the central body 
at 122 La Salle street. 

Ordinarily the commmitteemen straggle in in 
twos and threes, several minutes apart, 
but soon after Secretary John P. Tansey, Mr. 
Harrison's chief of staff, arrived all the 
Dunne followers, headed by Chairman Will- 
iam L. O'Connell, Mr. Little, Ald. Dailey, 
Ald. Considine, and Ald. Herlihy, trooped in. 

Mr. Tansey suspected something was up, 
but did not understand what it was unth Ald. 
Considine asked: 

“Who's going to handle the tickets at the 
county convention?’ 

Mr. Tansey promptly replied that he would, 
as secretary—that all had been arranged by 
the county committee. Whereupon Chair- 
man O’Connell, without any further discus- 
sion, appointed Mr. ‘Little sergeant at arms. 

F. W. Blocki observed that the sergeant 
at arms was the proper person to take the 
tickets. 
proposition that was not settled when-the 
committee adjourned. 

“The rules,” declared Mr. Tansey, “* pro- 
vide that the sergeant at arms shall be 
elected with other officers by the central 
committee, No officer has the right to ap- 
point him. Anyway, the sergeant at arms of 
the central committee will not necessarily 
be the sergeant at arms at the convention.’’ 


Roundup at Harrison Headquarters. 

The final roundup for delegates at the 
Harrison headquarters will take place either 
tonighLor tomerrow afternoon. Among those 
who called during the day was City Clerk 
Anson, who told Mr. Harrigon that he was 
looking for a place on both tickets, and was 
friendly to both candidates. 

Chairman O’Connell said the mayor never 
would consent to become an independent can- 
didate. It is a foregone conclusion, how- 
ever, that in the event of Mr. Harrison’s 
nomination the Independence league will 
name a candidate—probably James Gray. 

There was more talk among the democrats 
of compromise candidates in the event that 
neither Mr. Dunme nor Mr. Harrison had 
enough defegates to get thé nomination. The 
most prominent of these, of course, was Mr. 
Sullivan. Others mentioned are Ald. Dever 
Andrew Graham, and Charits H. Wacker.

The report was made to Mr, Jones by his 
assistant, Herman EB. Schuknecht, the dairy 
expert of the department, and will be printed 
and cireulatéd amohe the members of the 
legislature to impress’ upon’ them the néces- 
sity of more stringent or moree ive laws. 

Assistant CommissionerSchuknecht points 
out that of thirty-five citiés visited, not-one 
escaped having sold within fts limits milk 
from unclean and insanitary cans and vessels 
or milk not properly strained; showing a 
deposit of flith in the bottom of the botties 
or other vessels, and in thirty-two of the 
cities skfmmitd milk was sold as standard, 
and was adulteraté@ with formaidehyde, 
which. authorities pronounce a poison; 
** much used as an embalming fiuid.’’ 


Defect in the Present Law. 


The department was amazed to find that 
onky from 80 to 35 per cent of tae milk on 
sale in the various lillinois cities visited was 
in the condition it shaquid have been in—and 
easily could have been ff only ordinary sani- 
tary regulationg had been observed in the 
care and handling of it. Atrial of cases in 
the court at Champaign is cited to show that 
the present law is lax in that to m@ke a suc- 
cessful prosecution it is necess@#ry for the 
department to prove the defendant, or seller, 
hada guilty knowledge of the milk’s in- 
jurious ingredients, which, the report points 
out, is well nigh fmpossible.

It is principally, if not‘all, boric acid, 
and belongs to the category of substances 
that are injurious to héalth.

Thickener”’ and is used to make heavy cream 
from thin cream, It Is esucrate of lime and 
gelatin and ig a fraud in milk products. 

‘‘* another fratid is Heller’ Chemical Co.'s 
‘Cream Albiimin’ in Hquid form, and the 
label says it is ‘the greatest scientific in- 
vention of the age.’ It is a gelatin prepara- 
tion. 

“The various mixtures of formaldehyde 
sell for $1 a quart bottle, and it may be some 
comfort to’! the adulterator to tell him that 
each bottle contains from 7 to 10 cents’ worth 
of the drug with enough water to make the 
doliar’s worth.”

Now it is suggested that we have a law 
for the “ prevention of cruelty toland.” It 
is to be modeled after the “ prevention of 
cruelty to animals "’ measure. 

Under, the proposed bill land may not be 
planted more than two years at a time with 
corn, oats, wheat, or other gmail grain. -Pro- 
vision is made for “ resting ’’ the soil every 
geven years by seeding it with alfalfa for 
meadow or pasture. Every five years it 
must be “ toned up” with a top dressing of 
stable’ mianure or some’ other fertilizer. A 
penalty of $20 a year for each violation is 
provided. 

Land that is ‘‘ abused ” by heartless farm- 
ere who plant the same crops year after 
year, without any regard for the feelings of 
the soil, is to be protected under the human- 
itarian measure proposed by Rockwell Sayre, 
a tender hearted farm owner residing in the 
suburb of Bryn Mawr. 


Organizes Nucleus of Band. 


Most of the farmers of that suburb treat 
their land kindly. They wouldn't think of 
subjecting the soil to the indignity and harsh 
treatment of planting corn, or wheat, or 
potatoes; or onions year after year on the 
gatrie acres. In the little colony of humane 
farmers and also out west, where he owns 
large tracts, Mr. Sayre has organized the 
nucleus of his “ Prevention of Cruelty to 
Land society,” and the bill embodying his 
ideas is the result. 

The failure to plant different grains in 
rotation, Mr. Sayre explains, destroys the 
fertility of land. He calls it cruelty. He 
has: had-a bill drawn for the -Illinols and 
other state legislatures to pass forbidding 
planting the same crop year after year on 
the same land. 

Copies of the proposed measure have been 
sent to Gov. Deneen and to the governors of 
North ‘Dakota, South Dakota, Minnesota, 
Iowa, Wisconsin, and Nebraska. 


Sends Plea to Governor. 

In hig letter to Gov. Deneen, Mr. Sayre says 
in part: 

The law for prevention of crueity to animals is 
popular. Cruelty to animals is no more injury to 
the state than cruelty to land is.

Supplies Gov. Deneen witk Legal 
Opinion Showing That Municipal 
Bench Officer Is Holding One Office 
Incompatible with Another — Re-«- 
quests State Executive to Open 
Senatorial Action te Force Mem- 


ber from Body. 


Entitling the document “ On the Resigna- 
tion of Office of State Senator by Acceptance 
of an Incompatible Office,’’ Herman B. Mey- 
ers yesterday forwarded to Gov. Deneen and 
the state legislature a legal opinion, declar- 
ing that Homer Galpin, in accepting the office 
of clerk of the Municipal courts, forfeited 
and resigned his position as state senator. 


' The proceeding recommended is that Mr. 


Gaipin be ousted by senatorial action with- 
out recourse to the courts. 

Thomas E. D. Bradley and Samuel A. 
Harper, with offices in the Fort Dearborn 
buildings, were the attorneys who prepared 
the opinion for Mr. Galpin’s opponent for 
civic office, and their declaration of the ille- 
gality of his dual position was based upon 
the constitution and the common law of the 
state. 

Contend Against Court Clerk. 

It is. contended that the constitution pro- 
hibits the clerk of any court from holding a 
seat in the general assembly; but the argu- 
ment upon the common law point is of more 
length, being summarized as follows: 

“ The common law of the state forbids a 
person holding two offices, the duties of 
which are incompatible, and we are of the 
opinion that the duties of the offices of state 
senator and clerk of the Municipal court of 
Chicago are clearly incompatible and partic- 
ularly #o at the present juncture because: 

“First, The statutes of Tilinolse require a 
clerk of a court to attend to his duties In per- 
gon and personally to perform all the duties 
thereof which reasonably can be performed 
by one person. 

‘* Second, It is is well understood that leg- 
iglation will be proposed at the present sé¢s- 
sion of the general assembly affecting the 
Municipal court. 

“ Third, Legislation will also be sought that 
will place the deputy clerks of the Municipal 
coutt who are appointed by the clerk under 
civil service. 


Position Is “Inappropriate.” 

“These considerations make it peculiarly 
inappropriate that Mr. Galpin should con- 
tinue to exercise the duties of both offices. 
Having. the appointment of a large number 
of deputy clerks any act placing such em- 
ployés, under. civil service will take away a 
large amount of patronage now enoyed by 
him, and it would seem unquestionable that 
he cannot, with propriety, participate in such 
legislation.

WANTS STATE-OWNED ROAD 
FROM CHICAGO TO SAVANNAH. 


Gov. Hoke Smith of Georgia Writes to 
Corporation Counsel Lewis Outlining 
Plan.to. Reduce Freight Rates,

A proposition to establish a state owned 
railroad from Chicago:to Savannah, Ge., 
was suggested -to Corporation Counsel Lewis 
by Gov. Hoke Smith of Georgia in.a letter 
received yesterday afternoon. Gov. Smith 
declared that such a line would reduce freight 
rates and would have a great influence on 
the trade relations with the south. The 
letter says: 

“T am much interested in the raliroad 
rates from the lakes to Georgia. Our state 
owns a railroad from Atlanta to Chatta- 
nooga, and there is a.strong sentiment in 
favor of extending it to Savannah. If Cin- 
cinnati could reclaim control of the line built 
by its citizens from Cincinnati to Chicago, 
and Cincinnati and Chicago would join :a 
movement for the construction of a linefrom 
Chicago to Cincinnati, there might be made 
a through trunk line from Chicago to Savan- 

nah, operated solely for the purpose of pay- 
ing expenses and interest on theactual cost 
of construction without the burdens of wa- 
tered stocks and bonds. 

“Such a line would prove bDenefictal not 
only to the great cities through which it 

passed, but to a broad t adjacent to 
the line. It would reduce freight rates more 
than 26 per cent.

Former Soldiers Tell ‘of’ AL

SALOON CARNAGE CENTER 
More Witnesses Testify That 
Shots Were Fired Over the 
Barracks from Town. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 15.—Startling tes- 
timony concerning a@lleged plans to massacre 
colored soldiers at Brownsville, Tex., by men 
from the town firing over the barracks to 
stampede the soldiers and challenges to 
them to come out of the barracks was given 
by negro ex-soldiers today at the investiga- 
tion before the senate committee on military 


affairs. 

The most sensational story told was that 
of Wiliam Mapp. member of company C, 
Twenty-fifth infantry. Mapp wae asked if 
he had ever heard any discussion. of -the 
shooting which caused him to suspect any. 
persons of complicity. He replied that at 
breakfast on the morning following the 
shooting he head heard Wilburt Voschelle, 
the reservation corral boss, and a white man 
who had been in charge of the corral prior to 
the arrival of a battalion of the Twenty- 
fifth infantry, discugsing the case. Accord- 
ing to Mapp’s story Voschelle said: 

‘* Well, it is a good thing it happened as it 
did I was out in town last night and the 
crowd came in front of me—the plan was to 
catch a lot of you fellows in Allison's saloon 
and massacre you.”’ 


Shots Directed Over, Barracks. 

Mapp said that the remark was not ad- 
dressed to him, and that he did not ques- 
tion Voschelle. He said that Allison is the 
former soldier who had started the saloon 
for the purpose of getting the negro soldier 
trade, the other saloons having barred the 
members of the negro battalion. Voschelle 
is now in Washington, having been sub- 
poenadd as a witness. 

Before giving this testimony Mapp sadd that 
on the night of the shooting he had been 
awakened by the firing, and had gone to the 
window of his quarters, and from there he 
saw several gun flashes, and the shots seemed 
to be directed over the barracks. man with 
a deep voice, he said, shouted: * Come out, 
you black ” (using an opprobrious epi- 
thet and making it applicable to the troops). 
Mapp said this challenge was ed sev- 
eral times during the firing, but the call to 
arms then was sounded, and he hurried to 
get dressed and fall in with his company. 
He said the shooting and the shouting were ° 
outside the wall at the end of company B 
barracks. Mapp told of the confusion in 
quarters, and said that he got his gun from 
the rack that was broken open and was one 
of the first to fall in. 


Excitement in Quarters. 

Solomon P. O’Neil, also a former member 
of company C, testified that the shooting on 
the night of Aug. 13 was from near the wall 
at the end of company B quarters, and that 
the shots were apparently over the barracks. 
He said he heard a man shoot and then yell, 
** Come out, you black .” This 
occurred several times, said O'Neil, before 
he was compelled to leave the window and 
dress. He testified that there was great ex- 
citement in the barracks and that when the 
gunracks were broken open some of the rifles 
fell to the floor. There was no light and 
the men could not get their own rifies. 


JAMES J. HILL EXPLAINS 
BIG ORE COMPANY DEAL. 


Declares Great Northern Had to Have 
Some Agency to Handle Its Outside 
Interests. 


St. Paul, Minn., Feb. 15.—[ Special. ]—James 
J. Hill, president of the Great Northern, 
tonight told why the Lake Superior company 
was formed to handle the big ore deal. 

After explaining that he personally did not 
buy all the properties involved in the ore 
trust arrangement, Mr. Hil remarked: 

**I prefer that transactions made in the 
interest of the company should be carried out 
by others. I travel a good deal, and you 
can’t te:l—I might fall off a car. That would 
be inconvenient. And I am getting along in 

ears.”” 

Hill said he was generally opposed to hav- 
ing the Great. Northern concerned with any- 
thing except transportation, and the ore 
lands had been purchased solely for the pur- 
pose of getting the transportatidn of this 
freight for the road. But as the road did: 
not want to have any other business than 
railroading, the Lake Superior company, lim- 
ited, had been formed to take over the ore 
lands and hold them in trust. 

Mr. Hill added a protest against the efforts 
of the legislative committee to draw from 
him the secrets of the Vancouver and Yaki- 
ma railway, asserting that the committee 
was giving secrets to his rivals. 


TO DROP R. R. VALUATION PLAN, 


President and Congress Decide Not to 
Order Interstate Commission to 
Undertake Huge Task. 


Washington, D..C., Feb. 15.—[Special.}~— 
Tt has been finally decided by the president 
and congress not to direct the interstate com- 
merce commission to investigate and report 
on the value of railroad properties in the 
United States. The president learned that 
the cost of making the valuation would ap- 
proximate half a million dollars. He appre- 
ciated the fact that to obtain this appropria- 
tion a fight would be required, and he has 
too many other irons in the fire to create new 
enmities. 

While the president was reaching this con- 
clusion the senate committee on interstate 
commerce was giving consideration to the 
La Follette bill, directing the commission to 
eacertain the fair value of the property of 
every railroad engaged in interstate com- 
merece. La Follette made an effort to have 
the bill reported without consideration, but 
Senator Cullom opposed this, and a poll of 
the commfttee developed that a majority was 
not in favor of action on such an important 
proposition without adequate consideration. 

“Tam ready to rgport a bill directing the 
commission to make a valuation of the. 
roads,” said Senator Cullom, “if its pro- 
visions cre of a fair and adequate character. 
What I want is a correct valuation of rafli- 
road property, that is, if we undertake it at 
all, made substantially at the same period of 
time. It would be grossly unfair to make a 
valuation of one property now and another 
property five years hence, and use these date 
in the determination of rates."’

“He was enfeebled tn mind and body and 
worthy relatives, for whom he showed affec- 
tion during his lifetime, he failed to mention, 
and to those relatives whom he does men- 
tiom he professedly bequeaths only small 
sums of money, and to the Illinois Trust and 
Savings bank, a corporation, he professedly 
bequeaths practically his entire estate, to be 
held by that corporation forevef, to manage 
and control, practically, as ite officers may 
see fit." 

Income Left to Charities. | 
. The Illinois Trust and Savings bank is dl- 
rected by the will to pay the income of the 
estate to the following inetitutions: 

Illinois School of Agriculture and Manual Train- 
ing School for Boys. 

Chicago SHhtome for Incurables. 

Hahnemann hospital of Chicago. 

Chicago Old People’s home. 

St. Luke's free hospital of Chicago. 

Mrs. Cone,who lives in Connecticut, is given 
the interest on $15,000. Charles E. Filed, who 
was much occupied with.the care of Ship- 
man’s interests, was given $8,000, and the 
Rev. Charles Stanley Lester. former rector of 
St. Paul's church, Milwaukee, was remem- 
bered with $3,000. Other bequests of $500 or 
$1,000 are made and the remainder is placed 


with the bank, with complete power to exe- 
cute and carry out the trust ae deemed best 
by it. 

Shipman died Nov. 22, 1906. The will, which 
was probated Jan. 11, was drawn Feb. 18, 
1908, by Max Baird. attorhey of the Ilinois 
Trust and Savings bank. Witnesses to the 
signing of the will were Attorney Baird, H. 
B. Kilgour, and F. I. Cooper. Three codicils, 
of minor importance, were added to the in- 
strument within the next two years.

The purpose of the officers and 
agente of the bank, she alleges, was to de- 
fraud the heirs and relatives of Shipman and 
of gaining control of the estate without the 
knowledge or consent of Shipman and his 
relatives. It is also charged that Shipman 
was led to believe that Persons he wished to 
name in his will were mentioned in the in- 
strument drawn by Baird, and that in this 
he was misinformed,

NEGLECT OF DUTY BY CITY 
STIRS TAXPAYERS TO ACTION. 


Southwest, Gage Park, Chicago Lawn, 
and German-American Improvement 
Associations Demand Sewers. 


Disgusted with the inaction of the city ad- 
ministration, four improvement associations 
met last evening and. organized themselves 
into a codperative body whose sole purpose 
is to endeavor to force the proper officials 
to make some provision for fire protection 
and safeguards against a fresh epidemic in 
the district south of Forty-seventh street and 
west of Western avenue.

The fire at Forty-seventh street and Oakley 
avenue last week, which resulted in the death 
of two boys, was pointed out es an example 
of the Inability of the fire department to cope 
with a fire without water. 

E. G. Piton, president of the committee, told 
of the floods that were becoming worse with 
the present thaw. In case an epidemic should 
reappear, the speaker said, it would ‘be impos- 
sible for physicians to reach the homes of 
patients. Board walks already are floating 
and, in some cases, families are practically 
prisoners in their homes.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 15.—[Special.1— 
The house today passed the naval appropria-~- 
tion bill, carrying, In round numbers, $96,- 
000,000. 

The bill provides for two new battleships 
equal in size and fighting strength to any 
afloat. It also adds two torpedo boat de- 
stroyers and a number of other vessels to 
the navy. 

Representative Burton of Ohio led the fight 
in opposition to the construction of two bat- 
tleships equal in fighting power to the British 
Dreadnought, but his amendment providing 
for but one ship of this class was defeated. 

Speaking in support of his motion, Mr 
Burton called attention to the imevitable 
tendency of advancing civilization toward 


peace and the growth of arbitration as a ). 


means of setting disputes and the intolerable 
burden of maintaining armies and navies. 


Ridicules Jap War Talk. 


He deprecated the war talk in regard to 
Japan and contrasted the size of the two na- 
vies of the two countries; showing that with 
ehips now under construction the navy of the 
United States would be nearly two-trirds 
larger than that of the Japanese and was at 
present a half larger. 

Continuing, Mr. Burton said: “ No nation 
on the globe is threatening us. No nation on 
the globe will think lightly of engaging in 
war with us.” He declajed that “in 
England today king, prime minister, par- 
liament, and the great majority of the peo- 
ple are ready and anxious to stand with us in 
a movement for the limitation of armament,” 
and concluded with the declaration that 
“ greatness does not consist in the strength 
of government, but in the happiness and t he 
opportunity of each individual citizen.” 

Mr. Crumpacker of Indiana said he favored 
the big ships for the protection of the Philip- 


pines. 
Longworth for the Bill. 
~ Mr. Longworth of Ohio, who said that, 
while generally he relied on the good judg- 


ment of his colleague (Mr. Burton), in this 


particular case he was obliged to disagree 
with him “ and yield to the opinion of a higher 
authority,’ especially, he proceeded, as the 
opinion of that “ higher authority’ agreed 
with his own. Mr. Longworth said the adop- 
tion of Mr. Burton’s amendment would be an 
announcement to the world that we have 
taken a backward step.

Oil King Doesn’t Wait for Second Tele- 
gram When First Tells Him Wife 
Has Slight Cold. 


New York, Feb. 15.—[{Special.]—After hur- 
rying from Augusta, Ga., to New York as 
quickly as fast express trains could make the 
distance, John D. Rockefeller arrived at 
Lakewood, N. J., tonight and was whisked 
in an automobile to his country home, two 
miles east of the village. A telegram sent to 
him at Augusta on Wednesday, saying Mrs. 
Rockefeller was confined indoors with a cold, 
caused him to make this hasty journey. 
Mrs. Rockefeller has been indisposed since 
last Sunday, when she contracted a cold 
while attending service at the Baptist church 
in Lakewood. 

Although he was aware Mrs. Rockefeller’s 
fliness was not In any degree serious, Mr. 
Rockefeller cut short his fing trip the mo- 


‘ment he received his wife's telegram. A 


second telegram sent by Mrs. Rockefeller 
urged him not to think of hurrying home, but 
Mr. Rockefeller had departed before it was 
received. 

Although usually extremely communicative 
about anything that goes on in the Rocke- 
feller household, members of the family took 
pains today to’ deny the reports that Mrs. 
Rockefeller is seriously ill, Miss Lucy 
Spellman, Mrs. Rockefeller’s sister, said her 
sister merely was indisposed. Mrs. Rocke- 
feller has suffered from asthmatic affection 
for several years and a cold, no matter how 
slight, aggravates her malady. 


SWEEPING ACTION TO GET CARS. 


Receiver Harmon of Pere Marquette 
and C., H. and D. Will Bue 
Other Railways. 


Cincinnati, O., Feb. 15.—One of the most tm- 
portant actions ever instituted by a-rallroad 
official for the return of freight cars from 
other roads will soon be taken in the United 
States court by Judson Harmon, receiver for 
the Pére Marquette and the Cincinnati, Ham- 
ilton and Dayton railroads. He said today:

PARIS, Feb. 15.—It is increasingly evident 
that the financial intérests intend to make a 
last ditch fight against the proposed income 
tax measure, and there are suspicions that 


they are trying to bring about the downfall 


of*the cabinet in order toe accomplish their 
purpose. ' 

Light on Senate Vote. 

The unexpected adverse vote of the senate 
last night, following the debate upon the 
supplementary separation: bill, the rapid en- 
actment of which was sought by the gov- 
ernment but which the senators, by a vote 
of 168 to 188, reported back to the committee 
for further consideration, was inspired more 
by opposition to the income tax than disap- 
proval of the government's bill, which pro- 
vides for the suppression of declarations of 
intentions to hold public meetings. 


Press Criticism Violent. 

The income tax bill, especially its inquisi- 
torial features, continues to be the subject 
of violent criticism, the press, with the ex- 
ception of the redical socialistic papers and 
the Eclair, boldly printing .a series of ar- 
ticles instructing taxpayers how to evade 
the law. 

All the newspapers opposing the income tax 
are making much of the dissensions in the 
cabinet, but in the principle the income tax 
seems to have popular support, and the pres- 
ent campaign to undermine the cabinet is 
considered more likely to strengthen than to 
weaken the government’s position in parlia- 


ment. 


ANTI-BRITISH WAVE IN INDIA. 


Conviction of Proprietor and Editor of 
Native Paper Arouses Wrath 
of Hindoos. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND. ] 

LAHORE, Féb. 15.—There has been a vio- 
lent outbreak of anti-British feeling here 
following the conviction of the proprietor and 
editor of the native newspaper, Punjadi, for 
stirring up hatred egainst the government 


-and English community. The paper printed 


a story that an English officer shot a Mo- 
hammedan policeman for refusing to carry 
the carcass of a dead bear the officer had 
speared, adding that the government had 
hushed up the affair and that the murderer 
escaped, ‘as European murderers of natives 
usually escape in this country, where the 


“much ‘vaunted British justice is a delusion.” 


The government prosecutor showed the 
story was fictitious and that the policeman 
was killed by being thrown from a horse. 
The prisoners pleaded they had published 
the umverified rumor in good faith. The 
court sentenced the proprietor to two years’ 
imprisonment and to paya fine. The editor 


was conderfined to six mhonths’ imprisonment 


and fined.

Charleston, W. Va. Feb. 15.—[{Speciah ]— 
Speaker Seaman stopped proceedings in the 
lower house of the West Virginia legislature 
today long enough to address a few personal 
remarks to well known lobbyists for the cor- 


porations. 
The lobbyists have swarmed over the floor 
of the house until they have become a nul- 


sance to everybody. 

One of them is a woman, the wife of a jus- 
tice of the Supreme court, who has been busy 
here since the first of the session trying to 
secure the passage of a bill to increase the 
pay of the judges of that court from $4,500 
to $6,000 a year. 


Speaker Causes Sensation. 

This morning Speaker Seaman caused a 
sensation in the house when, immediately 
after the opening, he said: 

"It has come to my notice by observation 
as well as by complaint of the members of 
the house that they are being unduly ap- 
noyed by persons who are interested in the 
passage of certain bills. 

‘‘ Every member of the house ig a servant 
of the state of West Virginia, and the state 
is entitled to his best service and judgment, 
and in the discharge of his duties he should 
be permitted to engage therein with his best 
genses at hand. 

“IT want to say now that this pernicious 
business has been carried on under the per- 
sonal eye of the speaker. I desire to say to 
some of you gentlemen on the floor your 
personality is not only known to the mem- 
bers but is known to the chair.

PLEA FOR BRITISH UNIVERSITIES 


Chancellor of Cambridge in Referring 
to Poverty of Schools Says Own In- 
stitution Needs $7,500,000. 


LONDON, Feb. 16.—The poverty of British 
universities again has been brought to the 
notice of the’ public by an appeal issued 
by the duke of Devonshire, chancellor of 
Cambridge university, declaring that the sum 
of $7,500,000 is needed properly to equip the 
university and supply its needs, and thie 
without extravagance or providing a pension 
fund, for professors. The newspapers this 
morning, in supporting the appeal of the 
duké of Devonshire, contrast the generosity 
of wealthy Americans toward the universi- 
ties of the United States with the indiffer- 
ence of Englishmen of wealth, and point out 
that Oxford unversity is in no better condi- 
tion in the matter of resources than the 
American universities. 


BERESFORD ON NAVAL HITCH. 


British Admiral Says Reports as to 
Channel Fleet Are. Wrong in 


Some Respects. 


City of Mexico, Feb. 15.—Admiral Charles 
William Beresford tonight made the follow- 
ing statement regarding his reported refucal 
to take command of the British channel fleet:

WRECK’S DEATH LIST GROWS; 
ONLY 17 ARE LEFT ALIVE. 


One of Those Saved from Larchmont 
Succumbs to Exposure—Stories of 
Cowardice Denied. 


Providence, R. I., ‘Feb. 15.—Another name 
wae added to the list of victimes of the wreck 
of the Joy line steamer Larchmont in Block 
Island sound last Monday night, when James 
Vann, a colored waiter, who was one of those 
saved, died at the East Side hospital in this 
city today. His death reduces the number 
of eurvivors of the 100 persons known to have 
been on the Larchmont to seventeen. The 
other survivors are believed to be in a fair 
way to recovery. The identification of the 
seventy-six bodies that have been recovered 
has 60 far progreseed that at 10:45 o’clock 
tonight only eight remained unclaimed at 
the morgue here. 

The United States authorities at New 
London today took the testimony of the 
captain and crew of the schooner Harry 
Knowleton, which rammed thé steamer and 
sent it to destruction. These men have been 
released and are now on their way to their 
homes. The ingepectors have yet to hear 
Capt. McVey’s account of the disaster. The 
men of the schooner claimed ‘that they had 
their course straight down the sound from 
Race Rock light toward Point Judith and 
that the steamer tried to cut across the bow 
of their boat. Capt. McVey and his quarter- 
master have declared that the schooner al- 
tered its course and luffed into their vessel. 

A meeting of the officials of the Joy line 
was held today and at ite conclusion the 
company gave out a statement denying the 
charges of cowardice made against Capt. 
McVey and the crew of the Larchmont in 
reference to their behavior by some of the 
survivors. ~-

‘JOHN E. M’WADE, FORMER OPERA 
SINGER, EXPIRES. 


Gud Comes Suddenly as He Wished— 
Troubled with Heart Disease and a 
Patient at Emergency Nospital— 
Almost Last Act Was to Enter Next 
Room to Do a Deed of Kinduess— 
His Stage Debut in 1876. 


The expressed wish of John E. McWade, 
one of the most beloved singers among all 
who have appeared on the stage in Chicago, 
was granted in a “ ewift and painiess death ” 
at the Chicago Emergency hospital at 8:80 
o'clock last night. Up to within a few min- 
utes of his death he talked cheerfully to his 
friends about the hospital, where he was 
more a guest than a patient. He had suf- 
fered from neuralgia of the heart. 

Barlier in the wihter he had been con- 
fined te a bed there, but latterly he had been 
up and seemed wei and hearty again. He 
had gone back on Wednesday to visit Dr. 
Fletcher and “ rest up.” 

The last act of the singer was character- 
istic of his life. It.was one of kindness, In 
a little room across the hall from the one 
occeupled by Mr. McWade the stork had 
called and there Was a plump little boy lying 
upon the cot, beside his méther. The child’s 
cries were dudible in Mr. McWade’s room 
and he entered the room and glanced at the 
tn fant. 

Stooping to the cot, Mr. McWade gently 
tapped the infant's hands. It ceaged its cries 
and the singer turned to the nurse. 

“TI still have the faculty te entertain,’”’ he 
said, smiling faintly. ‘*‘ One more little life 
has begun.”’ 

Then he returned to his own room, and it 
was but a few minutes later that his own life 
was ended. He called to the attendifig nurse 
for a giass of water. While he was drinking 
it hé sank back upon his pillow dead. The 
physicians pronounced it a case of heart 
failure. 


W. J. Davis Summoned. 


By a happy chance Will J. Davis of the 
Illinois theater, the man with whom Mr. 
Wade tmade his first professiofial venture 
more than a quarter of a century ago, was 
within telephone call, and a few minutes 
after his death Mr. Davia was at the hospi- 
tal. 

“ The world has lost the sweetest voice and 
the most lovable man we have known,” he 
said, as he looked into the face of his friend. 
“John nevér did anybody in the world any 
harm and he never missed a chance to doa 
kind deed. 

“There are thousands of persons_in Chi- 
cago and throughout the United Btates who 
will feel a deep personal loss when they hear 
of Mr. McWade's death tonight.” 


Debut in “Pinafore.” 

The death of Mr. MceWade recalled the 
earlier days of Chicago's theatrical life, when 
there was less of scenery and more of art 
of the natural kind exhibited by the actors. 
It was in 1876, just after he had been gradu- 
ated from the Hayes grammar school, on 
the west side, that he made his début at 
the old Adelphi theater with the Chicago 
Choir Singers’ company in “ Pinafore.’’ 

An accident in early boyhood had cost Mr. 
McW ade his left arm, but his military stride, 
his rich baritone voice, and his winning 
personality won for the admiration of his 
hearers. After the first performance the suc- 
cess of the adventure was assured. 

Every member of the company was a Chica- 
go product, drawn from the choirs of the 
city. Among the company were Jessie Bart- 
lett, who later became Mrs. Will J. Davis; 
Ada Somers, who became Mrs. McWade; 
W. H. Clark, Charities A. Knorr, and-others 
whose names later became known throughout 
the United States, It was the “ ownership ”’ 
feeling that caused the tour of the little 
company to be watched with so 3 inter- 
est by Chicagoans, who prided théniselves 
us much upon the accomplishments of the 
troupe as did the members themselves. 

After the ‘‘ Pinafore’’ trip Mr. McWade 
had no trouble in finding places where his 
services were in demand. At various times 
he was in Francis Wilson's company, lAlilian 
Rusself’s company, the Duff opera company, 
and the New York Casino company. 


At His Best in Vaudeville. 


It was when he appeared in vaudeville, 
however, when he sang “ Comrades” and 
the old songs that he did so much to popu- 
larize, that he was at his best. It is said of 
him that he had the ability to bring tears 
to the eyes of an audience as easily as a 
laugh to their lips. 

About six years ago he decided that he 
would return to, the simple life—compara- 
tively—and he obtained employment as the 
local representative of the Union Life Insur- 
ance cOmpany and continued in the work till 
the time of his death. 

Miss Susie McWade, a sister of the si r 
and his only relative in Chicago, was called 
to the hospital shortly after his death. Miss 
McWade suggested that the funeral be held 
at the Bethlehem Congregational church, 
which is near her home, 490 West Huron 
street. The services probably will take place 
Sunday morning.

KRUGENE E. FLLSWORTH, one of lowa’s 
wealthiest men, died at his home in Iowa 
Falls of heart complications.

Text of Dr. Holmes’ Letter. 

The letter in full follows: 

“ Chicago, Feb. 15.—The Hon. Charles 8S. 
Deneen, Governor of Illinois.—My Dear Sir: 
I have read carefully the resolution of Ed- 
ward Shurtleff relative to the clinic at the 
Elgin Hospital for the Insane. I wish most 
emphatically, as a citizen who has never 
hela a public office of profit and as a physi- 
clan who hag never received a fee from the 
public purse and as a man who has been 
Intensely interested in the care of this un- 
fortunate class, to protest against this reso- 
lution and to condemn its motive. 

“I do it for these reasons: 

“If well attended clinics are given by the 
officers of the state institutions to physicians 
and medical students, only thoroughly in- 
formed, capable and growing men can hold 
these positions. Ignorant incompetents and 
back numbers will be routed out by the.un- 
bribable judgment and uncontrollable ridicule 
of the listeners and students, and thus one of 
the greatest dangers to the patient and most 
pregnant sources of scandal to the state will 
be eliminated. 


Aid in Cure of Patients. 

“Tf clinics are frequent and hospital wards 
open to students, so much more likely are 
errors in diagnosis corrected, so much more 
promptly are improved methods of treatment 
secured and so much larger a number of 
patients are cured and returned to productive 
life and thereby the expenditure of the state 
diminished. 

“If such clinics are well attended by physi- 
cians and students, the practitioners of the 
state will in time become informed on thie 
serious disease for which the medical schools 
at present furnish scant opportunity for effec- 
tive instruction both on account of their lack 
of clinics and because the demand of the 
student is for an education that will command 
a fee. 

“A knowledge of the origin of mental dis- 
eases ie now dificult to obtain and its ac- 
quisition is an unremunerative expenditure of 
time, energy,-and money for the man who 
would be a general practitioner. If, however, 
the rank and file of doctors understood, even 
in a superficial. and concrete manner, the 
picture of mental disease, its sources and 
means of prevention, it Is reasonable to be-

school the state should be compelled to 
come in, not for their own benefit but for 
the prevention of similar catastrophes to 
their prospective patients, for the protection 
of these dependents of the state, and for the 
cyrtailment of these useless and growing ex- 
pendituree for a charity which is not kind 
and a syetem of hospitals which does not 


eure. 

“The disgraces and abuses of these public 
ingtitutions thrive behind cloged doors. Pub- 
licity is the only protection of the patient 
and the only hope of the afflicted family and 
the burdened state. Dimes expended in the 
diffusion of knowledge relative to the sources 
and prevention of this scourge of civilization 
will save dollars in the pitiless and irrational 
care of these almost hopeless defectives.

DEMURRER FILED IN COURT 
TO THE WALSH INDICTMENTS. 


It Will Be Argued Next Monday Before 
Judge A. B. Anderson of Indianapolis 
—No New Law Points Raised. 


A demurrer to the indictment against John 
R. Walsh, charged by a federal grand jury 
with the misapplication of the Chicago Na- 
tional bank funds, was filed in the United 
States District court yesterday, and will be 
argued before Judge A. B. Anderson of In- 
dianapolis next Monday. A copy was fur- 
nished the United States district attorney, 
and Mr. Sims and his assistants began pre- 
paring their answer to it. 

No new point of law is raised in the de- 
murter. The chief contention is that the 
indictment is insufficient to constitute an- 
offense under the national banking law or any 
other act of congress. It consists of forty 
sections, but many of these are restatements 
of others in slightly different form. Among 
the points raised are the following: 

Indictment insufficient to constitute an of- 
fense. 

Doesn't show the offenses alleged were com- 
mitted. without the consent of the other bank 
officials. 

Doesn't show “ memorandum notes "’ were 
unauthorized by persons whose names were 


Doesn’t show any money was lost to the 
bank through the alleged misapplication. 
Faile to show that the defendant is not 
now or was not then possessed of sufficient 
property, if levied on by execution, to meet 
1 the debts.

COUNTRY EDITORS 
ON THE WARPATH. 


Minnesota Press Demands the 
Scalp of 8d Asst. Postmas- 
ter General Madden. 


CALL HIM PUBLIC ENEMY. 


Chief Grievance Is That He Is 
Author of Bill to In- 


crease Postage. 


St. Paul, Minn, Feb. 15.—[Special. ]}—The 
Minnesota editors pave taken the warpath 
with the avowed purpose of taking the scalp 
of E. C. Madden, third aasistant postmaster 
general. 

The editors tn convention here today de- 
nounced Madden as “ a malicious and willful 
enemy of the public and the press.”’ 

President Roosevelt will be asked to dismiss 
Madden at once. 

Assistant Postmaster General Madden's 
dereliction of duty, according to the view of 
the Minnesota Editorial association, was his 
action in framing the bili now pending in 
congress increasing the postage on all pub- 
lications which now pass through the United 
States mails as second class matter. 


Editors Aroused te Anger. 

The Minnesota editora have been eroused 
to anger by this bill. Their resentment was 
whetted today by @ paper read by H. Saylor 
of the Buffalo Journal. Mr. Saylor warmly 
advocated the increagein postage. He main- 
tained that as long as the rural and town free 
delivery service ia not disturbed and the 
rates for country newspapers thereby made 
higher all of the small publications should 
favor the measure. 

P. V. Collins of the Northwestern Agricul- 
turist dissented and in course of his speech 
denounced the bill and its author. He said: 

“This bill is @ thorough robbery, manu- 
factured by the dictators of the postal 
service. We are at the mercy of these dic- 
tators now, and if this bill passes they wil! 
have the power to squeeze every one of us 
to death, 

" This bill Was framed by a man who got 
into office by political intrigue. The farthest 
he could get into Dbuginess life by his own ef- 
forts Waa a job as a locomotive fireman. He 
then became a labor agitator in the street, 
and finally controlled 3,000 votes. 

“Now he wants to retire on a good salary 
for life, so he frames up a bill which contains 
a clause to organize a committee to investi- 
gate all of the publishers; to discover if they 
are perjurers or not, and he proposes to make 
them pay for the service. He proposes to 
make them increase the postage so that he 
can live the rest of his life on their money 
with nothing to do.

This Madden threatens to squeeze you to 


death, and a more malicious and willful en- 
emy of the public and press never lived, I 
appeal to you to rally together and oust this 
wholly incompetent man.” 

Other speakers voiced their opinions, near- 
ly all denouncing the bill. 


Demand His Dismissal. 

Resolutions finally were adopted providing 
that evidence as to Madden's inability be col- 
lected and submitted to President Roosevelt, 
so that if he sees fit the third assistant may 
be removed. 

The resolutions also declare that the asso- 
clation will do everything in its power to 
fight the second class postage bill now pend- 
ing in congress, and “ to confer with our sen- 
ators and representatives to have them fight 
the measure.”’ 

Surprise to Madden. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 15.—Mr. Madden 
was' shown the dispatch from St. Paul an- 
nouncing the adoption by the Minnesota Edi- 
torial association of resolutions calling for 
his ‘‘ disbarment,” and declaring that ‘he 
had proved himself inefficient in office. 

“I suppose,’’ said he, “ that the advocates 
of the resolution want my official head. Just 
why I do not know, unlegs it be because I 
have advocated the placing of all printed 
matter in one class and the charging of a 
specific rate for tts transmission through the 


“It ts extremely difficult to administer 
the law reapecting such matter as it now 


» Stands, and do absolute justice to the goOvV- 


ernment and everybody else. I have had 
forty cases passed upon by the courts, and in 
thirty-nine of them my decisions have been 
sustained, That would appear as if I was 
intent upon doing the right as I see it.”’ 


MANIAC ATTEMPTS TO KILL 
CHIEF OF CITY DETECTIVES. 


Capt. O’Brien Takes Pistol from Hand 
of His Assailant, Who Is Taken Later 
to Detention Hospital. 


An attempt to kill Capt. P. D. O’Brien of 
the city detective bureau was made yesterday 
afternoon by an insane man who aimed a 
revoiver at the police officer and said: 

“You are Roosevelt, aren't you?” 

Capt. O’Brien struck the man in the face 
and snatched the revolver from his hand. A 
struggle ensued in which tae police officer 
with great difficulty overpowered his assail- 
ant and the latter was locked in acell. He 
became violent soon afterwards and it re- 
quired three detectives to hold him down on 
the floor, 

The man raved about the San Francisco 
earthquake and frequently mentioned the St. 
Francis hotel and Union square, botna of 
which are in San Francisco. The police be- 
lieve he was in San Francisco at the time 
of the earthquake or lost relatives in the 
Catastrophe. He became so violent that he 
had to be placed in a straitjacket and taken 
to the detention hospital. Dr. Biehn of the 
health department examined the man and de- 
clared he was a maniac. 

At the detention hospital the would-be as- 
sassin became partly rational and gave the 
mame of H. B. Ehlern He said he was 28 
years old and came from San Francisco thie 
week.

But ‘it is just as true that 
there are a good many cowards in the 
community—cowards who, when the 
wagon or car they have charge of has run 
over somebody, do not stop’to see whether 
the victim is killed or wounded, young or 
old. Their only thought is that of the boy 
who has broken a window—to get away 
from the scene of the mischief they have 
done as speedily as possibie. 


THE TWO CENT FARE. 

Tus Trireune printed day before yes- 
terday an interview with Mr. Felton, the 
president of the Alton. In it he said that 
4t would be unjust to-the road to make 
the maximum passenger rate 2 cents 2 
mile. He asserted that his road does not 
get the 8 cents a mile now authorized by 
law except for short trips, and that the 
average fare collected is about 2.59 cents 
a mile. He said, further, that if 2 cents 
|@ mile were to be made the maximum 
"‘yate the gross passenger earnings on the 
basis of last year’s business would fal! 
about $200,000 below the actual cost of 
handling the business. 

Mr. Felton also had something to say 
about the greater density of population 
in the east, which justifiee a 2 cent rate 
there: about the increase in operating ex- 
penses due to the advance in the cost of 
materials and the higher wages of labor, 
and about the competition of the electric 
roads..- That competition is not so severe 
in Illinois as in Ohio and some states 
farther east, but there is no doubt that 
it has cut into the paSsenger business of 
some Illinois roads and will make greater 
inroads in the near future. Unless the 
steam lines compete by lowering their 
rates the local passenger traffic will be 
taken from them. According to Mr. Fel- 
ton, the Alton handles a larger passenger 
business a mile than any other road in the 
state outside of the Chicago suburban 
business. So if that road eannot stand 
a 2 cent crate no other road can. 

‘Blind faith cannot be reposed in the 
statement of a corporation thdt a reduc- 
tioh in the pri¢e of the articles it supplies 
or the service it performs will be ruinous 
to it. There have been instances where 
reductions have been ordered, and the 
doleful consequences predicted have not 
followed. It may happen thet the figures 
which a-railroad presents as an argu- 
ment against a cut in rates are less im- 
pressive when they are carefully ana- 
lyzed. A railroad may strain a point a 
little to make a good showing for its side 
of a case. Mr. Pelton argued. before a 
committee of the Missouri legislature 
against the 2 cent fare in that state, but 
he does not appear to have made any im- 
pression. In Arkansas and some other 
states where the population is less dense 
than in Illinois 2 cent fare bills have been 
passed or are likely to be. That is popu- 
lar legislation all over the country at this 
moment. 

In spite of what other states may do, 
there appears to be enough in President 
Felton’s statement to warrant 2 prelim- 
inary inquiry by the railroad and ware- 
house commissiun to ascertain what the 
different Illinois roads.are eharging pas- 
sengers. per mile,.and to what.extent the 
present maximum rate’ can with justice 


It is the general belief that it can rightly 
be reduced to 2 cents, and that felief may 
be well founded, but certainty is a better 
basis for action than belief. The state 
has a reorganized and capable railroad 
and. warehouse commission. It would not 
take it long to make a thorough investi- 
gation. 


A NEW CITY HALL. 

There is general agreement that Chi- 
cago needs a new city hall. The present 
structure is inadequate for the purposes of 
municipal government. It is believed to 
be defective in its architecture and to vio- 
late in several particulars the city ordi- 
hances which are enforced in the case of 
privately owned buildings. 
appear quite clearty-.to all who look at it 
and compare it with its neighbor, which 
is rapidly taking shape as a home for the 
county officials. 

The difficulty has been the lack of the 
funds available for construction. But the 
‘plan proposed by Ald. Bennett, with the 
“approval of the other members of the 
finance committee, seems to open the way. 
It is: manifestly unwise to continue a 
state of things in which an annual out- 
lay of $100,000 has to be made to keep 
The time 
of erecting a new one cannot be long de- 
Jayed.at best.. There should be a care- 
ful estimate of the probable complete cost 
of a suitable home for the city’s officials. 
With a full realization of the necessity 
of an annual appropriation to meet the 
‘ expenses of a given year the council ought 
to move at once, voting now sufficient 
funds for what may be done in the coming 
year. | 

The city will:have the great advantage 
of the experience of the county with its 
new building. If mistakes have been made 
there in any particulars these may be 
avoided. If there is experience on the 
Tight side this may be studied with protit. 
It ought to be possible for the city to put 
up.a creditable building as private in- 
dividuals*do and as the county officials 


} are doing in the interest of Cook county. 


As in the case of this latter structure 
business needs should be first considered, 
} thé old fashioned idea of devotion to 
ornate architectural decorations to the neg- 
lect of everything else being abandoned. 
The building should be a companion 
structure to. the courthouse. ‘The two

And it will not 
be forgotten that the officer who loses his 
life in. saving the lives of his passengers 
is a hero, but, conversely, what shall be 
said of the officer when the passengers 
drown and he escapes?

One of his cousina is Gilbert Farquhar, the 
actor, who also has gone through bankruptcy, 
and a brother, Granville Farquhar, is married 
to a daughter of the late Edward L. Livings- 
ton of New York. His eldest brother is Sir 
Henry Farquhar, who is the head of the fam- 
fly, and. the holder of the oldest of the 
three baronetcies of which it can boast, for 
‘Lord Farquhar, although the highest in 
rank of his house, belongs’ to one of its 
junior branches. 

The Farquhars are descended from Sir Rob- 
ert Farquhar of Gilmilnscroft, who was dep- 
uty reeeiver of Scotland in the reign of 
Charles I. His great-great-grandson, Wal- 
ter, was physician to the prince regent, and 
was by him created a baronet in 1796, Sir 
Walter’s second son, Robert, was the first 
governor and commander in chief of the 
Mauritius after its conquest in 1811, and, 
exercising a species of suzerainty in the name 
of the English crown over Madagascar, placed 
the Radama dynasty on the throne of that 
islanda dynasty of which the now exiled 
queen of Madagascar, captive in Algeria, is 
the last representative. He in turn was 
made a baronet for his services, in 1826, and 


-four of his sons held his baronetey in.turn, 


the eldest dying as secretary of legation at 
Peking, while the fifth son, Horace, received 
a baronetcy of his 6wn some twenty years 
ago, subsequently being advanced ‘to the 
peerage as Lord Farquhar. ' , 

Lord Farquhar, like several other members 
of his family, was connected for a number of 


years- with the banking house of Herries, 


Farquitar & Co., which now. has gone out 
of existence, and likewise was a partner in 
another banking firm—that of Scott & Co,— 
jointly with the duke of Fife, whom he at- 
tended as best man on the occasion of the 
latter's marriage to the princess royal. 


associated in a business way with Sir Ernest 
Cassell, the well known financier, and in 
addition thereto is master of the royal house- 
hold, which he has reorganized entirely and 
placed upon a thoroughly business basis. He 
enjoys the unlimited confidence of the king, 
with whom he has been on termsof intimacy 
for some forty years, and ig all powerful at 
court. In fact, it is he and his principal 
adlatus, Lord Esher, who may be said to 
have the final say in everything relating 
to the court and to the royal household. Lord 
Farquhar is married to the widow of the 
late Sir Edward Scott, and is the stepfather, 
therefore, of Sir Samuel Scott and uncle 
by marriage of the ex-Countess Russell of 
music hall and matrimonial comedy celebrity. 
He has no children, has a beautiful house 
in London, where he frequently entertains 
the king and queen at small dinners. 

For many years he has rented Castle Ris- 
ing, one of the finest places in Norfolkshire, 
within easy motoring distance of Sandring- 
ham. The mansion there is relatively mod- 
ern, but close by are the ruins of the anciert 
Castile Rising, which was built by King Al- 
fred, was bestowed by William the Conquer- 
or, after the battle of Hastings, upon his 
brother, Odo, bishop of Bayeux, and during 
the reign of Edward III, served for twenty- 


seven years as the prison of his. mother,. 


Queen Isabella, as a punishment fer her 
complicity in the shocking murder of his 
father, Hdward Il., at Berkeley castle, by 
her lover, the infamous Mortimer. There 
is an extraordinary and almost incredible 
sequel to this. When she died ehe was buried 
in Gray Friars church in the sanie grave 
as her lover, but with the heart of Edward 
Il.—that isto say, of the husband whom shé 
murdered—in a silver casket on her breast. 

Castle Rising today belongs to the How- 
ards—that is to say, to that branch of the 
ducal house of Norfolk of which Esmay 
Howard, now: British chargé d'affaires at 
Washington, is a representative. lLord Far- 
quhar was on the turf for a time, his horses 
being trained by George Lambton, In agsocia- 
tion with Lord Derby and Lord Stanley, but 
has now to all initents and purposes given up 
racing.

Another member of this same family, Col, 
Arthur Farquhar, a brother of the Fitzroy 
Farquhar who has just been gazetted a bank- 
rupt, and, like him, a grandson of the sixth 
duke of Beaufort, was the subject of a good 
deal of gossip at one time over here in con- 
nection with a romance in the life of a 
wealthy Philadelphia woman, who died just 
a decade ago, and who in her younger days 
was celebrated on both sides of the Atlantic 
for her beauty and riches. It was on the 
gtrength of this romance that a ciaim was 
put torward some time after her death to 
her fortune by a young fellow who claimed 
to be Col. Arthur Farquhar’s son, but whose 
pretensions were thrown out of court after a 
lawsuit which involved a-good deal of most 
objectionable aspersions of: the dead, and 
which was a shameful affair in every re- 
spect. Col. Farquhar, whose name was freely 
mentioned during the proceedings, was no 
longer there to answer for himself, having 
been killed in the Soudan on the occasion 
of the massacre of Gen. Hicks and of his en- 
tire army by the mahdi and his dervishes in 
1883. Col. Farquhar was his chief of staff. 
It may be remembered that every one of the 
white officers of Gen. Hicks—there were some 
Americans among them—wase killed. Only 
two white men escaped, a German and a 
Beigian noncommissioned officer, by turning 
renegades and becoming dervishes them- 
selves more savage than any of the natives,

Lady Dorothy Cuthbert’s tragic death 
through the accidental discharge of her hus- 
band’s gun while they were out shooting 
in the woods around Beaufront castle, his 
place in Northumberlandshire, serves to call 
attention to the number of fatalities of this 
kind attributable to carelessness—fatalities 
which always darken the remainder of the 
lives of the unlucky people saddled with the 
responsibility of the affair. Perhaps one of 
the most notable instances was that of the 
late Sir Herbert Naylor Leyland, who had 
the misfortune to kill his father, old Tom 
Naylor Leyland, while out deerstalking in 
the highlands, mistaking him for a stag. 
Sir Herbert, who, it may be remembered, 
married Miss Jennie Chamberlain of Cleve-

BY JOHN CALLAN ‘Oo’ LAUGHLIN, 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 15.—[Special,] 
The new Santo Domingo treaty is a different 
document from that which was transmitted 
by the president to the senate two years ago, 
and which failed of ratification. The original 
treaty gave as a reason of its negotiation 
“the imminent peril and urgent menace of 
intervention ”’ on the part of foreign nations, 
which would be in violation of the Monroe 
doctrine, and among other things authorized 
the United States to do practically whatever 
it saw fit ‘to restore credit, preserve order, in- 
crease the efficiency of the civil administra- 
tion, and advance the material progress of 
the island.” 

The new treaty is a business proposition, 
purely and simply. This was made possible 
by the protectorate which the United States 
practically has maintained over the island 
since May, 1905. The disturbed political con- 
ditions in the republic were due to the ease 
with which révolutionists seized the custom

houses and collected duties on imports. The 


funds thus obtained were used to further their 
ambitions, 

This pleasant custom came to an, end 
when President Roosevelt, at the request of 
the Dominican government, put Americans 
in charge of the customs houses of the island 
and stationed warships in the vicinity of each 
port to protect them from attack and cap- 
ture. Since this policy was adopted there has 
been but one successful. revolution and one 
abortive outbreak, but no general disturbance 
of business interests.

Before American Intervention. 

Before American intervention, nominal or 
paper, revenues were reported to be about 
$1,600,000 annually, but,.owing to a system 
of selling at discount to importing merchants 
treasury orders receivable for customs, the 
actual cash receipts of the Dominican govy- 
ernment.were much: less. More than half 
of the actual cash turned into the customs 
houses hever reached. the central treasury 
at all, being absorbed by the provincial au-

| Nething’ had been paid on the foreign or 


domestic debt for years, and the interest ac- 
cumulations, the usurious short time loans, 
and claims for:destruction of property dur- 
ing revolutions had swollen the debt enor- 
mously. : 

-«hrough diplomatic pressure the forelgn 
creditors had obtained protocols and con- 
‘tracts giving them special securities by which 
alone the Dominican government stood obli- 
gated to pay $2,400,000 in the calendar year 
1904... This was clearly impossible, and noth- 
ing was paid, but the representatives of the 
foreign governments gave warning that these 
obligations must be attended to without fail, 
and they would have acted had it not been 
for the intervention of the United States. 

At the present time the actual cash col-

Debt Has Been Scaled Down. 

It will be a matter of satisfaction to every 
American citizen.to read the preamble to the 
new treaty, which describes good results 
financially which have flown ‘from the policy 
pursued in the islands. It is as follows: 

** Whereas, During disturbed political con- 
ditions in the Dominican republic debts and 
claims have been created, some by regular 
and some by revolutionary governmens, 
many of doubtful validity in whole or-in 
part, and amounting In all to over $30,000,000 
nominal or face value; and 

“ Whereas, The Dominican government has 
now effected a conditional adjustment of gaid 
debts, under which all its foreign creditors 
have agreed to accept about $12,407,000 for 
debts and: claims amounting to about $21,- 
480,000 of nominal or face value, and holders 
of internal debts or claims of about $2,028,- 
258 nominal or face value have agreed to ac- 
cept about $645,827 therefor, and the remain- 
ing héiders of Internal debts or claims onthe 
same basis as assets alréady given will re- 
ceive $2,400,000 therefor, making the total 
debf not more than $17,000,000,

* Wheréas, part of such plan of settlement 
is the issue and sale of bonds of the Do- 
minican republic to the amount of §$20,- 
000,000, bearing 5 per cent interest, payable 
in fifty years, and redeemable after ten years 
at 10244, and requiring payment of at least 
1 per cent per annum for amortization, ‘the 
proceeds of such bonds, together with such

Depends on United States. 

The preamble adds that this plan is con- 
ditioned and dependent upon the assistance 
of the United States in the collection of the 
customs revenues of the republic and the 
application thereof to the interest upon and 
amortization and redemption of the bonds. 
The first article authorizes the president of 
the United States to’ appoint, by and with 
the advice and consent of the senate, a gen- 
eral receiver of Dominican customs, who, 
with assistants, shall collect all the customs 
duties of the republic until the retirement of 
all the bonds issued by the Dominican gov- 
ernment. The funds so collected shall be 


{ applied to paying expenses of receivership, 


interest upon bonds, annual sums provided 
for amortization, purchase, and cancellation 
of bonds, and the*rematinder ‘to the Domi- 
nican republic. The allowances to the gen- 
eral receiver and his assistants for expense 
of collection shall not exceed 5 per cent. 

The second article takes the place of the 
intervention clause of the original treaty. It 
requires the Dominican government to pro- 
vide by law for the payment of all customs 
duties to the general receiver and his assist- 
ants, and to give them all needful aid and 
protection to the extent of its powers. “ The 
government of the United States,” it adds, 
**will give to the general receiver and his 
assistants such protection as it may find to 
be requisite for the performance of their 
duties.” This is'a different proposition from 
that in the old treaty, which imposed upon 
the United States the duty of restoring the 
credit, preserving order, increasing the ef- 
ficiency of the government, and advancing 
the material progress of the island. 

The new treaty forbids the Dominican re- 
public to Increase its public debt until the 
bonds have been satisfied, except by previous 
agreement with the president. A like agree- 
ment will be necessary to modify the export 
duties. The accounts of the general receiver 
must be rendered to the Dominican republic 
and the United States. The last article pro- 
vides that the treaty shall take effect after 
its approval by the senate and the Dominican 
congress. ' 

In spite of Senator Bacon’s hostility the 
president has..been advised that the new 
treaty will be ratified without doubt before 
congress adjourns.

PURE SALT. 

The purity of salt depends upon the source 
from which it is obtained and the sanitary 
conditions under which it Is prepared for 
the market. The supply of common salt, the 
most indispensable of all the seasoning sub- 
stances both as a relishing condiment and 
a well nigh universal food preservative, is 
exhaustless, yet even so there is salt and 
salt. 

Formerly salt was obtained by evaporating 
ocean water, a process that left many im- 
purities in the residuum, to say nothing of its 
exposure to all kinds of dirt in its shipment 
from sea ports. The Turk’s island or rock 
salt, which is still largely used in pork pack- 
ing and in the manufacture of ice creams 
comes to the United States in holds of vessel, 
continually subjected to dirt and foul odors. 
Upon its arrival it is again handled, then 
packed in coarse burlap bags, permitting 
dust to sift into the salt. In this condition 
it reaches the consumer. Latterly, however, 
the product of salt springs has largely taken 
the lead in this gran de not only for table 
salt but for meat &. The annual pro- 
duction from this source in the United States 
reaches more than 40,000,000 bus , the 
state of New York in the vicinity of “ 
furnishing a large proportion of this T- 
tant supply.—Pictorial Review, .

SCULPTOR RODIN, WHO IS COM- 
ING HERE IN APRIL, PIC- 
TURED IN BIOGRAPHY. 


Jeannette Gilder, with Extracts 
from the Tells of Simple 
Character of s Old Master. | 


© far as America is concerned the 
“LIFH OF AUGUSTE RODIN,” 
which is just about to appear (Scrib- 
per), is particularly timely, for in 
April it ts expected that this great- 
est of all living sculptors will visit Amer- 
ica as the guest of the Carnegie in- 
stitute. About Rodin’s greatness I think 
there. can be but one opinion. He is 
the “old master’ of the present day. Next 
to him comes Augustus ‘Saint-Gaudens. 
Rodin, of course, is an out and out French- 
man. Saint-Gauéens is a mixture of Irish, 
French, and American; but he probably gets 
his art side through his French biood. It is 
not every one who admires the work of 
Rodin, but those who do admire it and those 
who place him at the head of his art are 
those who know best. He does not make 
pretty statues to adorn “ cozy corners” cf 
modern drawing rooms, but he creates great 
big virile works of art that will stand the 
test of time. Eveniamong Rodin’s admirers 
there are differences of opinion as to his 
statue of Balzac. I am not quite sure that I 
care much for it myself, but then I have 
geen only photographs of it. But the Balzac 
is not the only thing that Rodin has done, as 
this carefully illustrated book will prove. 
Auguste Rodin was born in Paris on the 
12th of November, 1840. When Auguste was 
betweem 9 and 10 his parents, by dint of 
sacrifice, contrived to send him to a 
boarding school at Beauvais. Here he re- 
mained until he was 14. He them returned 
to his parents, and it was their intention 
to have him learn some handicraft. He 
did not seem to know just what he wanted 
to do, and at one time he thought something 
of being a writer; but without knowing just 
what he wanted he drifted into a drawing 
school, whete he once wrote: ‘* I wag able to 
initiate myself os many secrets.’’ It was 
while in the draWing school that he deter- 
mined upon art as a career. Up to the age 
of 24 he worked as an ornamentist, but such 
work as that could not hold a man of his 
genius long and he discovered that sculpture 
was the art for him, The story of Rodin’s 
early struggles is interesting and instructive. 
Success was not long in comingto him. At 
least he found it during hig lifetime, in which 
respect he was not like so many of the great 
French painters whose recognition came only 
after death.

Like all really great men, Rodin‘'s chief 
characteristic is simplicity. His home is at 
Meudon, and there he lives and works. The 
author of this book, Mr. Frederick Lawton, 
writes this description of him: 


A short, thickset man, Rodin walks with a slight 
In his drers 
he prefers the comfortable to the elegant. Ex- 
cept when in black frock coat and suit for visits 
he prefers for home and studio short tweed 
jacket and suit to match, over which, in the cold 
weather, he dons a long, loose garment, with a 
cap; and he not infrequently at Meudon puts on 
wooden shoes. As he is nearly always about 
among the clay and plaster, it is not uncommon 
to see his clothes streaked with white, a detail of 
which he is quite oblivious, The only sign of fore- 
thought In matters of toilet is the daily visit of the 
barber, who comes to trim his hair and beard, but 
even this,\would seem to be tolerated rather than 
desired, for sometimes, if there is anything occu- 
pying his attention, the hairdresser gets his dis- 
missal by means of an intimation that he can con- 
tent himself with attending to madame. 

Rodin’s manner of living is as simple as 
his character. He is an early riser, and usu- 
ally begins work before half-past 7. A bowl 
of milk serves for his breakfast, which his 
wife takes to ‘him in one of his studios for 
fear that he will forget it. His luncheon and 
dinner are more substantial, but equally 
plain. On every Sunday afternoon Rodin is 
*‘at nome,” and to prepare for the strain of 
these at homes he usuaily remains in bed on 
Sunday morning until half-past 8 or 9, the 
extra nap preparing him for the fatigue of 
the social function. 

The groups that assemble are partly old friends, 
who never tire of returning to contemplate the 
familiar forms in stone, marble, plaster, and 
bronze that have almost become part of the furn!i- 
ture, and who are best capable of distinguishing 
that which has grown into existence since their 
last visit; there are also strangers whom the sculp- 
tor’s ever increasing renown has attracted thither. 
These last belong to all nations. One week, it isa 
group of Ruasians headed by the director of the 
porcelain manufactory of the empire, another, it 
is Mr. Carnegie, whose mundane preoccupations 
by no means prevent him from excursions into the 
more ethereal regions of art. Among the visitors 
Rodin walks about as happy asa child, dropping 
a few words that give the summary of what he 
has done in this or that piece of sculpture, and 
show, as far as may be, how he did it.

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Upon Paris society he haa consistently 
turned his back. Even when living in the city 
he cared nothing for it, and now that he 
dwells in the country he regards it as a 
stranger would, The present home of Rodin, 
the “ Villa des Brillants,”’ is situated on the 
heights of Meudon, overlooking the Seine, in 
the direction of Sevres and Saint Cloud, and 
is about a couple of kilometers distant from 
the western fortificationa. 

While Rodin does not object to praise—in- 
deed, it is rather sweet to him—there are no 
signs of his being puffed up by it. He has 
friends—a great many—but his happiness is 
inhishome, He was fortunate in making an 
ideal marriage when he was 23 years of age. 

“Some people believe that he cares little 
for any one amd anything outside his sculp- 
ture; that he loves only by his art and in his 
art. If there are artists of this kind Rodin 
is not of the number. A loveless life at any 
period would have had small value for him. 
An essential requirement of his soul is fem- 
inine affection, with the best that it can give— 
steadfast sympathy. It was fortunate for 
him that so soon after the death of his sister 
he met with a woman capable of it; it is 
fortunate for him that she has .been spared 
to keep up the supply. Concurrently with 
this, he has always experienced the attrac- 
tion of female beauty, but less of tue purely 
sengual than of that which is accompanied 
and constituted by qualities of mind giv- 
ing characteristic animation to the body. 
Whether he acknowledges it or not—and some 
of his conversation lends color to an accu- 
sation that he ile lacking in this respect— 
he is haunted by ideals which he divines 
through outward forms. Woman is the chief 
medium of the vision.”

Besides the reproduction of Rodin’s sculp- 
ture which abound in this book, there are a 
number of portraits of him, mostly repro- 
ductions of paintings, though the frontispiece 
is from a photograph. Most of these por- 
traits show us the same man—that is, the 
same characteristics of feature and expres- 
sion—excepting one painted by Sargent, 
waich is full face, half figure, in which mel- 
ancholy predominates—“ with a far-away 
gaze in the wide opened eyes that accords

- The Saturday Evening Post is the oldest 
journal of any kind that is issued to-day 
from the American press. 


Its history may be traced back in a con- 
tinuous, unbroken line to the days when 
young Benjamin Franklin edited and printed 
the old Pennsylvania Gazette.

NEWS OF THE RAILROADS, 


KANSAS CITY USES ST. PAUL TO 
COMPLAIN ABOUT RATES.

Missouri River Towns File Long 
Claim with Interstate Conmimerce 
Commission for Readjustment of 
Tariffa from Seaboard to the River 
—Traffic Official Announces Argu- 


ment Resorted To-—-Chicago and 


Alten Aske Leave to Pay old 


Switching Claims. 


Kansas City and other Missouri river towns 
took a fling at Chicago yestefday in a long 
complaint to the interstate .commerce com- 
mission anent the adjustment of rates from 
the seaboard to the Missourt river, and, not 
having any legitimate cause of their own, 
sought to use St. Paul as the cat's paw to pull 
the chestnuts out of the fire. 

‘“Sinee the day of railroading and the 
making of rates there have been established 
points where eastern rates stopped and west- 
ern rates began, and it will bé so until all 
the railroads in the country are under one 
ownership and those of Canada unable to 
cross the border,”’ said a western traffic offi- 
cial yesterday. ‘ The adjustment of rates 
between the east and the west has always 
been based on the Mississippi river, and they 
broke again at the Missouri river. 


Water Competition Overlooked. 

‘In its complaint to the commission Kan- 
gas City & Co. elite the mileage between 
New York and St. Paul and Kansas City 
as the basis upon which they ask for @ 
lower rate than now applies to St. Paul— 
a reduction of 37 cents in the present first 
class rate to their city. The fact that St. 
Paul has the advantages of water competi- 
tion and the Canadian Pacific, which can 
make any rate it desires, and that Kansas 
City is 500 miles away from water competi- 
tion is not considered. 

“If Kansas City is going to ask the com- 
mission to make rates on a mileage basis 
from the seaboard through Chicago and St. 
Louis to the Missouri river, why should not 
the commission make rates on the same 
basis from Chicago through Missouri river 
gateways to Colorado and other western 
states?” 

The complaint of the Wisconsin Bridge 
company against the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul railroad, alleging discrimina- 
tion in rates on structural iron, was dis- 
missed yesterday by Interstate Commerce 
Commissioner BD. EB, Clark.
